night planning to finish the treaty consideration Tuesday.

He admitted the reservationists will be 


unable to muster sufficient strength to pass the amended 
treaty by two-thirds vote when the final show down comes. 
On the other hand the strength shown by the reservation- 
ists in putting the program thru this afternoon is taken as 
an indication that the treaty advocates will be unable to 
get their modified program thru. The belief was express- 
ed tonight that with the opening of the next session of con- 
gress both houses will pass a concurrent resolution de- 
claring the states at peace.

By this time we all know, us Coshoc- 


ton folks, that the young women—they 
never grow old, God bless 'em—are on 
the point of asking for a little money to 
attain the desire of their hearts for lo, 
these many years past —a Young 
Wom- 


en's 
Christian Association. 


They are only asking for $12,000 to 


run them two years—just think of it— 
only $12,000 to do all that they expect 
to accomplish for two long years! Why, 
the men of the town under similar cir- 
cumstances and to accomplish the same 
results would not think of asking for a 
cent less than $50,000—and we doubt if 
they would do as much and have as 
much left by the end of the two years 
as these girls will have. 


Really, it looks like a shame and a 


waste of time to have them to go to all 
the bother they are putting themselves 
to to raise as small a fund as they are. 
asking for. 


Three days for this drive? 
It ought 


to be put over in three hours the after- 
noon of the day before the drive begins 
and a check for twice the amount hand- 
ed to them as a slight token ,of the es- 
teem in which they are held by those 
who know them best and honor them 
for what they are—the salt of th« earth, 
the leaven of civilization, the saving 
force, irresistible in its gentleness, that 
stays the hand of Fate, impatient to blot 
the race from the earth for its folly and 
stupidity and sin. 


If there are thorobreds anywhere, it 


is the daughters and young women and 
mothers such as are now planning this 
Y. W. C. A. for—themselves? No, for 
Coshocton, for these women are of the 
type that never ask for themselves, never 
think of themselves, but are planning 
ceaselessly and with patience divine for 
the pleasure and the food of others. 


For if from any portion of mankind 


the dross of sensuality has been burned 
away, if anywhere in the race the pure 
gold of human goodness remains uh- 
defiled, it is in just such women as will 
make this foolishly modest request of 
their friends and of each other next 
week.
